bringing to the boiling point in water. 
Rubbers should never be used the sec- 
ond time. 
The small cost of a new 


rubber is more than compensated for 
in the entire lack of risk, for rubber 
will deteriorate by use and time. Have 
all the needed utensils ready at hand, 
using only porcelain or granite wan- 
and silver spoons.

used with fruit, as the acid may com- 
bine in a dangerous way. Stand the 
jars in hot water while the fruit is 
cooking 
Kill and seal one jar at a 


time. Empty the water from the jar, 
place on a folded cloth wrung out in 
hot water or stand in a pan with a 
little hot water to prevent any danger 
of breaking. A silver spoon in the jar 
while tilling also helps to carry off the 
heat and save the glass. Fill to over- 
flowing and pass a silver spoon around 
the sides of the jrhiss to let all uir bub- 
bles escape. AVipe off the edges care- 
fully, fit on the rubber and screw down 
the cover tightly. Set each jar upside 
down on the table, free from drafts. 


AVheii cold, rescrew down the covers, 


as glass contracts in cooling and the 
cover can be tightened. AVipe off with 
a clean cloth, and if there is no leakage 
or loosening of the cover place in a 
dark, dry fruit closet. If the cellar has 
any tendency to dampness do not put 
the fruit there. 
Carefully choose the 


closet to hold the fruit. 


The amount of sugar used in all can- 


ning and jellies is a matter of taste, as 
sugar does not affect the "keeping" 
qualities of the fruit.—Table Talk.

The square tub also seems rather 


more susceptible to a little decorative 
treatment, as shown in the cut. This, 
however, should be only just enough to 
break the severity of hard and plain 
lines and never anything 
fanciful 


enough to distract attention from the 
plant itself. 


Lemonade and I^Inie Jnlce. 


There is nothing more satisfactory, 


usually on hot days, than good lemon- 
ade, or "lemon squash," as our British 
cousins call it. One lemon to one pint 
of water; very little sugar is best. But 
when one is forty miles from a lemon 
a harmless substitute may be made 
from citric acid, either pulverized or 
in crystals, using lemon extract for 
flavoring. No ill effects can result from 
using this acid in such small quanti- 
ties as to make tart a cooling drink or 
pudding sauce, for it must be remem- 
bered that this is the acid found in 
the fruits of the citron family, the 
lemon, lime, orange, grapefruit, etc., 
and used in moderation is healthful.

thirst more effectively than anything 
else. A tablespoonful of the commer- 
cial bottled juice of limes with a dash 
of calisaya is very refreshing, or just 
enough 
dandelion wine to flavor a.
